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CHAPTER 94. 

PART·TIME SCHOOLS FOR VOCATIONAL AND OTHlIlR EDUCATION. 

s. F. 176. 

AN ACT to provide for the establishment of part·tlme schools and 'claases In aid of voca­
tional and other education for children holding work permits under the provisloDB of 
the law relating to chlld labor and for certain other minors between the ages of four­
teen (14) and sateen (16) and to provide for compulsory attendance thereon. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly 01 the Sta,te 01 Iowa,: 

SECTION 1. Part-time sehools, ete., for vocational and other eduea-
1 tion-establishment and maintenanee-age limit, ete. That the board 
2 of directors of any organized school district may establish and main-
3 tain part-time schools, departments, or classes in aid of vocational and 
4 other education for minors between the ages of fourteen (14) and 
5 sixteen (16) years (1) holding work certificates, or (2) who have not 
6 completed the eighth grade and are employed in a "store or mercantile 
7 establishment", where eight (8) or a less number of persons are 
8 employed, or in "establishments or occupations which are owned or 
9 operated by their own parents", or (8) who have completed the eighth 

10 grade and are not engaged in some useful occupation; and such board 
11 of directors shall organize such a part-time school, department, or 
12 class whenever there are fifteen (15) minors as defined above resident 
13 in the district. The courses of study of such part-time schools, depart-
14 ments, or classes may include, "any subject given to enlarge the civic 
15 or vocational intelligence", of the pupils attending. 

1 SEC. 2. Support fund. The board of directors may raise and 
2 expend money for the support of such part-time schools, departments, 
3 or classes, in the same manner in which it is authorized to raise and 
4 expend funds for other school purposes. 

SEC. 3. Standards for organization-term and other provisions. 
1 Such part-time schools, departments, or classes, for the attendance of 
2 children over fourteen (14) and under sixteen (16) years of age, shall 
3 be organized in accordance with standards established by the state 
4 board for vocational education, and shall provide for not less than 
5 eight (8) hours of instruction per week during the length of term for 
6 which public schools are established in the district. Such part-time 
7 schools, departments, or classes shall be held between the hours of 
8 eight (8) o'clock A. M. and six (6) o'clock P. M. 

1 SEC. 4. Expenditure for salaries of teachers. Whenever any such 
2 part-time school or class shall have been approved by the state board 
3 for vocational education, the board of directors shall be entitled to 
4 reimbursement on account of expenditure made for the salaries of 
5 teachers in such part-time schools, departments, or classes, froIIJ any 
6 federal and state funds appropriated in aid of vocational education, as 
7 provided in the statutes governing such appropriations. 

1 SEC. 5. State board for vocational education-authorizatioR. The 
2 state board for vocational education is hereby authorized to fix stand-
3 arda for the establishment of part-time schools, departments, or 
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4 classes; to fix the requirements of teachers, and to approve courses 
5 of study for such part-time schools, departments, or classes. 

1 SEC. 6. Violation of provisions-punishment. When such part-
2 time school shall have been established, any parent or person in charge 
8 of such minor as defined in section 1 hereof who shall violate the pro-
4 visions of this act shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten (10) 
5 dollars nor more than fifty (50) dollars, or any person Unlawfully 
6 employing any such minor shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
7 twenty (20) dollars nor more than one hundred (100) dollars, or be 
8 imprisoned in the county jail not to exceed thirty (80) days. 

1 SEC. 7. Enforeement of act. The enforcement of this act shaD 
2 rest with the school board in the district in which such part-time 
8 school, department, or class shall have been established and the state 
4 department of public instruction through its inspectors and the state 
5 board for vocational education through its supervisors of vocational 
6 education, in conjunction with the county superintendent of schools, 
7 . are empowered to require enforcement of the same on the part of 
8 school boards.

CHAPTER 95. 

PRACTICIII OF PHARMACY. 

S. F. 87. 

AN ACT to amend section two thousand five hundred eighty-nine-d, supplement to the 
code, 1918, relative to the examlDation of pharmaclats. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly 01 the State 01 Iowa: 

SEcTION 1. Pharmacists-registration fee-when and where paid. 
1 That section two thousand five hundred eighty-nine-d, supplement to 
2 the code, 1918, be and the same is hereby amended by striking out all 
8 thereof following the period in line nine and substituting in lieu thereof 
4 the following: 
5 "After registration, an annual fee of two dollars for renewal certi1i-
6 cate shall be paid on or before the twenty-second day of March by all 
7 pharmacists and assistants who continue in business, one dollar of 
8 which shall be paid into the state treasury, as provided in section two 
9 thousand five hundred eighty-six of the code, and one dollar of which 

10 shall be paid into the treasury of the Iowa pharmaceutical association, 
11 quarterly, on the first day of January, April, July and October of each 
12 year, to be used by said association for the advancement of the art and 
18 science of pharmacy and the conduct of such business without such 
14 renewal shall be a misdemeanor".
